MOSCOW, May 31 .—During the 
last two months, the president 
of the mfluential Soviet Academy 
of Sciences and the chairman οἱ 
the Soviet Atomic Energy Com- 
mittee have assured the country 
that atomic plants are safe and 
that the “prophets of doom” in 
the West opposing: the spread of 
nuclear power plants are only 
tools of oi! monopolists. 

‘The campaign is apparentiy in- 
tended to stamp out doubts raised 
within scientific and engineering 
circles here during a controversy 
on the nuclear safety issue. The 
dispute ended recently with a 
victory for the pro-atomic forces. 
‘ There’ have been rumors for 
years that Soviet scientists were 
divided on whether atomic energy 
plamts should be placed near pop- 
ulated areas, but only in October 
did the first open sign of disagree- 
ment appear—in a speech by 
Pytor Kapitsa, 82, the founding 
father of Soviet. nuciear physics. 

Dr. Kapitsa made his mark in 
science 50 years ago as director of 
Cambridge University’s famed 
Cavendish Laboratory. He return- 
ed here in 1934 to become a key 
figure in developing the Soviet 
atomic and hydrogen bombs. Now 
8 Kind of elder statesman of 
Science, he is as close to being 
Politically untouchable as one be- 
comes here. 

At the 250th anniversary cele- 
bration of the Academy of Sci- 
ences last fall, Dr. Kapitsa voiced 
the first public misgivings about 
nuclear safety and his address 
was said to have been warmly 
applauded. He likened a i-mil- 
lion-kilowatt atomic power station 


‘to a 20-kilolon atomic bomb. 


Other Difficulties 

“In case of accident or sabotage. 
@scaping radioactivity can kill 
every living thing for many square 
Kilometers, like the atom bomb 
did at Hiroshima,” he said. 

He saw two other difficulties 
with proliferating atomic plants 
~—radioactive waste disposal and 
increasingly available plutonium, 
a by-product of the energy pro- 
cess that is the key ingrediont 
Tor nuclear weapons. He indicated 
that neither problem, in his view, 
had been solved.

U.S. Security Disregarded 


‘The study took no position on 
whether foreign arms sales 
further U.S. security interests, 
and its analysis emphasized that, 
except for the recovery of 
reseatch and devclopment costs, 
additional savitigs are a matter 
of judgment. 

Lt. Gen. Howard Fish, who 
runs the sales program for the 
Pentagon, said in a telephouc 
interview that he believed that 
the $560-million savings figure 
was “on the conservative side” 
and that if the congressional in- 
vestigators had more time to look 
into particular cases the savings 
would be even larger. 

Gen. Fish said thai the Pen- 
tagon “does not approve sales be- 
cause they save money” for the 
United States. He noted that of 
the approximate total of 90 
notices given to Congress on 
proposed sales, Congress has not 
Fejected one. Dnder 2 1975 law, 
Congress must be given 20 days’ 
notice of any proposed sales in 
excess of $25 million. Gen. Fish 
said’ that be has given personal 
assuratces to congressional com- 
mittees that he would provide 
them with’ an informal notifica- 
tion 20 days before the time re- 
quired by law, for 2 total of 40 
days in which to decide. 

‘The congressional staff study 
showed thet the more advanced 
and sophisticated the weapons 
systems being sold, particularly 
aircraft and missiles, the greater 
the savings.

Official Repression Reported 


To Be Increasing in Romania

BUCHAREST, May 31 (NYT).

The imminent Bicentennial visit of King 
Juan Carios of Spain to the United States 15, 
lke so much of even this over-exploited 
Fear of 1976, evoking history and giving em- 
phasis to current events. For Spain was an 
ally of the warring Eritish colonies in 1776: 
Spain wes. in many wars. to affect the 
course οἱ U.S. destiny: Hispanics—Puerio 
Ricans gud Chicanos in particular, are hav- 
ing a growing cultural and politiesi impact 
upon the United States of the present. And 
relations with the Spain of Juan Carlos pose 
as many issues as did relations with the 
Spain of his Borbon ancestor. Carlos 111. 

Spaniards often compiain that their ser- 
vices to the 13 colonies during the Revolu- 
tionary War have gone virtually unnoticed. 
while those of France. and even of the 
Netheriands. are frequentiy commemorated. 
The ansrer is not far to sesk: Spanish vic- 
tories along the Gulf of Mexico gave the new 
nation a neighbor with whom frictions were 
frequent: Spain dominated most cf the 
Americas to the south of the United States. 
most of the Pacific Coast. and fought—itike 
Georze III—against rebels with thom the 
United States sympathized. And the ciimax 
of these frictions finally came in 1893, when 
Spanish rule was ended, by a fleet and army 
iTom the United States. in Cuba and Puerto 
Rico. 

By that time few in the United States re- 
membered that Spanish dollars had helped 
arm their rebels against Britain. or even 
that the US. dollar was based on the 
Spanish piece of eight.

That the ray should come from a king has 
its own ironies for a land that fought 
against kings. But what Juan Carigs telis 
the people of the Americas will be Usténed 
to with care, and without toa much préjudicé, 
His visit could δὲ a Bicentennial évent that’ 
goes beyond mére céremony.

Progress for Angola 


The withdrawal of 200 Cuban soldiers a 
week from Angola, as promised by Fidel 
Castro, will contribute to badly needed sta~ 
bility in southern Africa and relieve fears of 
great-power conflict there: but the contri- 
bution will be far greater if Castro is serious 
in his additional promise to keep Cubarr 
troops out of “liberation” movements else- 
where in Africa and Latin America. 

Even African governments that welcomed 
Havana's massive intervention on the side 
of the popular movement in Angola's civil war 
were uneasy about the continued presence of 
some 14.000 Cuban soldiers in that country. 
And even Africans who refused to view the 
Angolan conflict in a cold-war context 
feared that the Cubans might become per- 
manent instruments of Soviet African policy. 

Apart from their milltary Tole, Cubans 
fre now performing jobs essential for the 
revival of Angola’s economic structure that 
were vacated by the Portuguese. It 15. ob- 


vious thaf President Agostinho Neto expects 
close cooperation with Cuba at many levels 
for a long time. No other government can 
validly object to this so long as it does not 
involve a massive military presence that 
might dilute Angola’s independence or 
threaten its neighbors. 

The United States can hardly be expected 
to be enthusiastic about the kind of Soctal- 
ist state Neto envisions. Yet he has given 
frequent indications that he wishes good

The Chinese Philosophy 

China preaches a new morality of power. 
It denounces the two superpowers indiscrim- 
dnately (though with individual nuances), 
classttying itself as a nation that will remain 
in the development stage for ἃ long time 
tn come and laying no claim to the achieve- 
ment of its own superpower status. Its 
declared policy is one of self-sufficiency and 
nonintervention. But Peking uses the term 
“nonintervention” in its “revolutionary” 
Sense; this accords socialist or proidtarian 
solidarity overridizig weight, sd that aid to 


a “répregsed people” fighting for its “socigl- 
ist achievements” or “freedom” is outside 
the intervention classification and is not 
only permitted but imperative. There is 
litle distinction hére from the Brezhnev 
doctrine used to justify Soviet subjection of 
Eastern Europe. Peking claims a difference, 
In that it denies any impérialiatic ambitions. 
But bearing in mind the way dialectics can 
Stretch terminology and find the interpre- 
tations it requires, what prospects this 
morality holds dut for the fiture!
